D1: US-A-4932651 

The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of 
claim 1 , and shows (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 

a training bench for cyclists having a framework bearing end (30), parallel, freely 
rotational rollers (31 ,31 A) on which the wheels of bicycle will rest, and a central 
support (36,15) on which the frame of the bicycle will be held through the portion 
of the frame, where the support (36,15) is constituted of a platform assembled on 
the framework through transverse bars (33), on which it can move in a free 
manner. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known D1 in that the platform, from its 
upper base, has an elastically deformable anchoring system controllable by means of 
servomechanism, serving as a holding base for holding a vertical column, the anchoring 
system acting as an absorption member to control the movement of the bicycle with 
regard to the platform and framework. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as exact 
reproducing or distorting the real traffic conditions, both with regard to slope variations 
and to trajectory variations. 

The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is 
considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the following reasons: 
since the anchoring system is elastically deformable and acts as an absorption member 
and is controlled by means of servomechanism, the problem posed is solved. 

Claims 2 - 7 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of the 
PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 
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
